For Produce 


. Halnking, July 4, 

Whon Italy entered the war, Man- 
_ chukuo lost the last of its foreign 
trade outside the yen — bloc. 
Manchukuo's forelgn trade had been 
limited to Germany, which market 
was closed in September on the out- 
break of war, and Italy, which has 
now been cut off by the Uritish Nuvy, 
» ‘The extension of the European war 
to Denmark and Scandinavin resulted 
in the Joss of the annual volume of 
‘4,000 metric tons of soya beans worth 
$500,000, . Thus the war, despite non- 
involvement of Japan, finds Japan 
considerably alfected.- 


Japan, sorely pressed by her Chinn 
explolts, Is hanging grimly on to her 
economic balance, with Manchukuo 
adding its little welght, The develop- 
ment of Manchukuo, a cardinal 
necessity In the attainment of Japan's 
economic designs, hus become in- 
crensingly diMcult, Previously, Inck~ 
ing forelgyn exchange, Japan had 
bartered Manchukuo — benns for Ger- 
mun and Italian machines, Now both 
Manchukuo's much publicised trade 
treaties with the Axis Powers are 
nullified, 


' From September untlh her entry 
futo the war, Italy had been Man~ 
cbukuo's only foreign customer. As 
With the Manchukuo-Reich — agree- 
ment, the Itnlo-Manchulkuo pact was 
based on o barter system, boya beans, 
perialla ofl, peanuts ‘and mugnesla, 
being Manchukuo's chief assets, which 
she traded for machinery, vehicles 
nnd leather. She’ was able to -get 
- $11.70 per picul for beans computed 
in United States currency, which vena 
a much better rate than could 
obtained in the United States. 

Until 11 Duce declared war on the 
Allies, Italian ships were the only 
foreign vessels visiting Doiren outside 
un few chartered vessels, chicfly Nor- 
wegian and Danish In Japanese em- 
ploy, due to the shortage of bottoms 
‘in Japan. Since Japon had no ships. 
Itallan vessels did a good deal of

Casualties 


British Estimate Stands 
At 400,000 


London, July 4, 

It was estimatcd in outhoritative 
sources in London to-day that Ger- 
man casunitics between May-10 and 
the end of the war in France totalled 
400,000, 

A.German official statement issued 
recently stated that 10,000 Germans 
were Icilled between May. 10 ond 
June 4 and 17,000 between June 5 
and June 25,

Basically democracy is stronger 
than military power. Nevertheless 
the effect of military developments 
on the evolution of free. government 
has at times been profound. Some 
students of history even Infer thot 
the ups and duwns of democracy 
through the ages follow changes in 
the - relations between the various 
_froups of arms, 

For example, when cavalry was a 
decisive factor in warfure, aristocracy 
assumed the saddle of government; 
because only the well-to-do could 
ufford control of the equipment 
necessary to military power. But 
when infantry .became the decisive 
factor; the placing of wexpons in the 
hands of the masses brought with it 
the necessity of mecling in a degree 
the demands of those masses. More- 


over when every man could by the | 


possession of a small atm make a con- 
siderable defence of his. home and 
Hberty, polities had to take account 
of the fact. “ 

Thus, we are told, has evolution— 
-and.—sometimes-— revolution—in—mill-- 
tary equipment effected deep changes 
in social organisation. 

To-day the world once more ts 
passing through a period wherein the 
big und expensive type of armament 
appears to be more and more dcci- 
sive. Alrplanes cost} more than 
horses ever did; Tanks, battleships, 
submarines and even some of the 
smaller types of artillery—these are 
not designed to fit the small man’s 
pocketbook. But neither, happily for 
democracy, do they fit the wealthy 
man's purse. They are indecd so ex- 
pensive that only the co-operation of 
all the people—with- the ‘bulk of the 
means necessarily Iess well-to-do— 
can finance them. es : 

In the present, war, therefore, the 
revolution of mechanised warfare has 
“most meaning for democracy simply 
in the striking power which at the 
outset it has provided for the declared 
enemies of democracy. 

“Military experts are assessing the 
changes in land and naval warfare 
that result from the use of tanks and 
airplancs on an unprecedented scale. 
These changes appear disadvantageous 
to naval power as traditionally exer- 
cised; thls is one of the more striking 
conclusions of the experts. The Nor- 
weglan compaign’ ‘indicated that air 
power has made naval operation near 
Jand risky and even ineffectunl, unless 
supported by an adequate air arm.

LONDON, July 4 (Reuter).—- 
“T belleve that the economic war 
is telling, that economic pressure 
is making itself felt increasingly 
as the war goes on and will make 
itself felt, not as a primary 
weapon, bul as an essential 
fuxiliary with the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces in. the defeat of 
the enemy, said Mr. Hugh 
-Dalton, Minister’ of Economic 
Warfare, to-day. 


Speaking about the prospects of 
invasion, Mr. Dalton said: “We shall 
never surrender, We shall fight. 

- We shall never put up the white fag. 
We shall, If need be die, but we will 
eontinuc ‘to the last. Even if White- 
hall {s completely blotted out, we 
shall fo on, 


‘Choice “Mado 


“There [s no , question that, the 
Government and the British people 
dt represents are determined to see 
this through tothe end. We have 
made our choice. Although it will be 
a great struggle we intend to achleve 
Q total triumph over the enemy.” 

Mr. Dalton, who fought with the 
British Army’ in Italy during the last 
war, went on: "I think the Italians 

~ wilkcome to their senses quicker than 
the Germans,. They have a better 
sensc to come to, They have a 
richer history, It {s not. in thelr 
nature to be enemies .of mankind.” 

Mr. Dalton added that he continued 
to regard Italy os a potential ally of 
our cause, -
